Col. Jackson’s regiment, like every other , 
body of men in the service of the Govern- ^

a moment can suppose the Government will ^ 
order Kentucky troops out of Kentucky ^ 
whilst the enemy is entrenched in the heart 
of the State or maintains a foothold in our 
borders.

Oentlemm: Having returned this morning 
from our first scouting expedition, It may be 
of interest to some of your many readers to 
learn the history of our doings. A tele- i 
graphic dispatch was received by Colonel c 
Pope that a cavalry company from up in the j 
country was to take some of the Stale arms , 
away, and was gomg by way of Taylors i 
ville. Colonel Pope ordered a detachment ’ 
of Captain Garity’s company and others, to ^ 
the number of one hundred, to go up on the j 
five o’clock p. M. train, and intercept them. : 
As the train came up to camp, about one | 
hundred men were ready and equipped for i 
the march As I felt considerable of the ( 
*‘war spirit” in me, 1 immediately decided to ‘ 
go with them. * 

We arrived all safe at Beard’s Station, ; 
and there got off and struok the rqai lead- i 
ing, as we supposed, to Sumerville, but by * 
the ignorance of our guides we did not | 
arrive there. We kept on marching for some 
twenty five miles through mud, and over I 
such roads as cannot be discribed, bm must 
be traveled to know what they are. After \ 
going this distance, with only an occasional ( 
halt to rest, or for water, some of the men ' 
gave out; then it was decided to halt and try * 
and find out where we were. We went to a 
house near by, and inquired, and found, to 
to our mortification, that we had marched 
some ten miles out of our way. We were 
then twelve miles from Shelbyville. Now 
came the question what we were to do ; 
about thirty.five miles from camp and 
nothing to eat. Some were in favor of going 
on, others to turn back. After considerable 
debating, it was decided to turn back 
Getting a guide, we desired him to take us 
to the nearest point on the railroad, which, 
he said, was threo miles. After marching 
some six miles, we began to get a little leg- 
weary, and some were disposed to lag 
behind. It was in vain we quickened our 
pace, we could not kSep up, aud settled the 
question in our own minds that we would 
not. At this moment we espied a very hos 
pitable looking hay stack in the open field, 
and decided to storm it and take possei’sion 
for the night, in the name of Uncle Sam 
Some six of us were there, and we were 
soon sound asleep, dreaming of capturing 
secession smugglers and most everything 
imaginable. We awoke at the dawn of day 
and proceeded on our weary march. After 
marching some eight miles further, we came 
to a hotel on the Louisville and Shelbyville 
pike. We halted here and sat down to 
rest. We soon found out that the proprie- 
tor was of the Secession persuasion; he did 
not seem to care if we went or stayed, but 
I did, for I had decided to stay and go 
across the country and come in on the cars, 
when a wagon drove up in care of Lieut 
Irving McD.)well, who took me in and pro 
ceeded on to Middletown, and stopped at 
Mr. Waters’ hotel. He treated us very 
kindly, and gave some twenty of the boys a 
good warm breakfast and reused all ramu- 
neration. Permit me here to say one word 
for Mr. Waters and his estimable lady. He 
is an uncompromising Union man, and 1 
would recommend him to all the lovers of 
good eating and real ho8pitalii.y. It you 
ever go to Kliddletown, call and make his 
house your stopping place, and I can assure 
the traveling publio that they will never re- 
gret it. 

It ii delightful to read the romance of an 
evening’s promenade, when the moon is in 
Us full glory, but still more so to be one of 
the panioipauts; but I can assure you that 
since Last Saturday night 1 am disgusted 
with all such things, it is no fiction to 
march twenty-five miles with musket and 
blankets on your shoulder, through mud, 
and over some of the worst roads you ever 
saw; but it is a scene from real life, at least 
it is so with me, and I doubt not it would be 
with others if they once did it. 

The command was given to Adjutant Me. 
Dowell, cf Col Pope’s regiment, assisted by 
Captain Garrity, Lieut. Irvine McDowell, 
Sergeant-Major Jas. P. O’ Donnell, and 
others, who did all in their power to cheer 
the men and make them comfortable after 
their very fatiguing march.

Gamp Elkwatee, Sept. 15. | 

On Friday afternoon, about four o’clock, i 
a small scouting party was sent out to re- 
connoiter on the right bank of £ kwater, t 
which flows some miles upon oar right. They i 
had not left the outer pickets fifteen min- ] 
utes, when a party of seven horsemen ap- ] 
preached them. The commander of the ( 
rebels rode leisurely a few paces in front of i 
his escort, and seemed totally unaware of i 
any danger. Our scouts waited until the 1 
party came within short range, when, from 1 
some inexplicable reason, the coming party t 
took the alarm, and suddenly turned their j 
horses’ neads to retreaL As they did so, < 
however, the Federal party fired, and the i 
officer, who in the retreat was in the rear, ; 
fell from his saddle. His escort fled like t 
cowardly poltroons, leaving their command- i 
cr wounded and dying upon the roadside 
The Federal party ran up to the wounded ( 
man, aud found him raised partially upon i 
one hand, attempting to grasp his pistol. As j 
they approached, the djing man smiled i 
faintly, and said: 

“How are you, boys? Give mo some wa 
ter.” I 

One of the parly placed his canteen to the i 
soldier’s lips, but they were already cold io J 
death. A litter was mads, and the body i 
carried to headquarters, when an examina. i 
tion of his person was made. Judge, if you i 
can, of the surprise excited, when upon his i 
clothing was found the name of John A. ] 
^aahinjton. Four balls had passsd through i 
his body, two entering either lung, and any i 
one inflicting a mortal wound. A flag cf I 
truce WAS sent the next morning to the i 
rebels, offering to return the body, and all 
the Colonel's effects. It was met by Lien- i 
tenant Colonel Stark, of Louisiana, who was : 
coming to our camp to demand the body. i 
When told that Colonel Washington was 
dead, Cclonel Stark was very deeply affect- 
ed, and for some moments was unable to 
spea'x at all. He finally said: “Colonel 
Washington’s temerity killed him; he was 
advised not to go where he did, but was on 
his first expedition, and extremely anxious 
to distinguish himself.” Colonel Washing- 
ton was attache! to the staff of Gen. Lee, 
as engineer, from which it is judged Gen. 
Lee in person commands the forces in our 
front. 

Special Dispatches to the Cincinnati 
Papers. 

Indianapolis, Sept. 22. 

The following is a dispatch received by 
Gov Morton from Gen. Anderson, dated 
Louisville, Saturday afternoon: 

‘ Information has just reached me that 
Buckner is approaching with about 7,000 
meo; 1,200 cavalry, aud 21 pieces of 
artillery 

“The road has been repaired and they are 
prob&bly at Elizabethtown. The men are 
said to be fine looking aud well armed. 

“My informant says that there are no 
troops at Memphis, bend me all assistance 
you can.’' 

Upon receipt of the above dispatch. Gov. 
Mor‘cn dispatched the Thirty-ninth Regi- 
ment, Col. Harrison, to Louisville, and the 
Thirty-first, Col. Scott, to Evansville. This 
was ail that the transportation facilities 
could afford last night. The Tenth, Col. 
Manson, was sent to Lcnisville this after- 
noon, and another regiment follows to- 
morrow. This affords another evidence of 
Gov. Morton’s promptness and deoision. 

He has dispatched an agent to-day to the 
border counties, with general orders to the 
Indiana Legion, looking to placing these 
companies on a footing available in any 
emergency. | 

The orders are to meet often and regularly | 
for diill; all members to provide themselves 
with such private arms as may be easily 
procured for the time being. Tho uniforming 
of the companies is waived until the Gov- 
ernment furnishes arms. The ranks are to 
be filled up and the master roll to be re- 
turned to the A;^atant General’s office on 
the first of Octobor. Gov. Morehoad. Barr 
and Durrett reached here on Saturday on 
a special train and were sent through to 
Columbus. 

Officers with a writ of habeas corpus fol- 
lowed, but arrived here too late. 

Governer Morton has just received infer, 
mation from Evansville that a messenger 
was arrested to-day up Green river, who 
was bearer of orders from Gen Buckner to 
a prominent Secessionist with a plan to 
destroy the locks on Green river. Two 
companies of Col. Craft’s Regiment, and 
one hundred Home Guards, have been sent 
up to protect the locks. 

Frankfort, September 22 — We have 
reliabls aooounts of a fight at Barbours- 
villa, between three hundred rebel cavalry 
and the Home Guards of Knox county, in 
which six rebels and one horse were killed, 
and two Heme Guards taken prisoners, 
and one of them afteworis shot by the j 
rebels , | 

Home Guards can fight very effectively ;

Columbus, September 22 — The Kentucky 
: ebels, Movehead, Durrett, and Bur, arrived 
last, night, in charge of a detachment of the 
19th United States Infantry. They leave 
here to-morrow at three o’clock a. m., des 
tined for Fort Lafayette. 

Colonel Gibson’s 49th Infantry was 
ordered from Camp Chase to Kentucky on 
Friday night.

There are about 130 
prisoners now at Camp Chase. Six new 
regiments in camp, in Ohio, were fully 
armed and equipped last week, namely, 2d, 
Harris’s; 14tn, Steedman’s; 21st, Norton’s: 
31st, Walker’s; 3Sd, Sill’s, and 35th, Vau- 
deveer's. 

Colonel Mcllioan. — One of car city 
papers, with evident ignorance cf the 
habits and conversation of Col. Mulligan, 
publishes a Chicago manufactured dispatch, 
in which it is stated that when General 
Price’s demand for surrender was delivered 
to Col. M., the latter responded — “Tell him 
to go to hell!” There is no person in 
Chicago, who knows Colonel Mulligan per- 
sonally, who is not satisfied that however 
appropriate and neual such language may 
be* to those who, for want of some other 
sensation, have published it, he never 
employed it on the oecaksion referred to 
He is a gentleman as well as a soldier; and 
even to the insolent demand of an insolent 
rebel, be would give no reply that would 
not become the gentleman as well as the 
soldier.— C^icoyo Pott. 



Sunday DupatcRei. 

8t. Lons, September 22. — The following 
account of the battle at the Blue Mills 
Landing is derived from authentic sources: 

Lientenant Colonel Scott, with 570 men 
of the Third Iowa regiment and one pieoe of 
artillery, left Cameron on Monday, the 15th, 
in pursuit of the rebels who left St. Joseph 
on the Friday previous. Colonel Scott 
arrived at Liberty, Clay county, on the 
morning of the 17th, and moved from that 
place at one o’clock p. m. At three o’clock 
he fell in with the enemy, 4.500 in number, 
occupying a strong position. Our skir- 
mishers received a galling fire, and slowly 
retreated to the main body, when the action 
became generaL Oar slx-ponnder was 
brought to bear on the enemy, an! a few 
shots were fired, which proved destructive. 
At this time a heavy fire opened upon our 
single gnn, kUling our gunner and wounding 
two others. After this several other gun- 
uers, Germans from Su Lonis, abandoned 
the gun, carrying off the prilher and 
matches, rendering the piece useless. 

The action continued about an hour, when 
our column was withdrawn to more open 
ground, bringing off the wounded and drag- 
ging away the gun by hand, all the horses 
having been killed or badly wounded. 
About this time Colonel Smith, who left dt. 
Joseph with fourteen hundred men about 
the same time that Colonel Scott did 
Cameron, for the same general purpose, 
joined tho latter, having pushed forward his 
mounted meu and artillery at a rapid pace. 
On receiving a message from Colonel Scott, 
ten miles bock, that he was advanoing on 
the enemy, but it being night, and their men 
being completely exhansted, and the rebels 
reported strongly entrenched at a thicket, 
it was impossible to make an attack, except 
by a narrow road; a farther attack was 
then postponed until morning. 

Early the following day an advance was 
made by combined forces; but on arriving 
at Blue Mills they found the enemy had 
crossed the river before daylight, taking the 
road towards Lexington

I hu' learning on arrival at that place, that 
the enemy were five miles distant, he sent 
a messenger to Smith with word to that 
effect, and pushed on and gave the rebels 
battle. 

Chicago, September 22. — Drafting for 
the army begins in Iowa to-morrow. Or- 
ders to that effect were issued on Saturday. 

A special dispatch to the Times from 
Quincy at one o’clock says the mail agent 
on the Hannibal and 8t. Joseph Railroad, 
who arrived at seven o’clock on Saturday 
night from St. Joseph, states that Colonel 
Mulligan and his whole command at Lex- 
ington surrendered to Gen. Price on Friday 
morning at 5 o’clock. 

The siege continned from Monday nntil 
the time of surrender. Col. Mulligan’s 
men were withont water all Thursday and 
Friday and were completely exhausted. 
Tbey fought gallantly and desperately, but 
were compell^ to yield to vastly superior 
numbers. 

The Federal loss in killed ie said to bo 
890 to 900, while that of the rebels is bo- 
tween 3,000 and 4.000, with a proportionato 
number of wounded. 

The report of the battle and the result is 
fully corroborated by passengers on the 
j same train. The report was brought by 
! stage to Hamilton, which is nearest on tho 
railroad to Lexington, being distant forty 
miles. Of the fact of the eurrenier there 
can be no doubt. 

The Third Regiment of Iowa Volunteers, 
on their way to Lexington to reinforce Mul- 
ligan (date not given) suddenly and unex- 
pectedly came upon a body of 4,000 rebels 
at Blue Mills, Missouri, when a battle com- 
menced and continned an hour and a half. 
The Iowa Regimeut was about to retire when 
the rebels retreated and crossed the river 
'just ia time to fall into the hands of Lane's 
brigade 4,090 strong, who were also maroh- 
ieg to reinforce Mulligan. 

The Uoisnists captured between 700 an! 
800. and killed 200 of them. The rebels 
liei and recroseed the river, when the Iowa 
regiment started in pnrsuit. 

A special dispatch to the Tribune from 
headquarters at St. Louis says the surrender 
of Mulligan is not believed there, bat that 
reinforcements were mustering toward him 
from four different directions. 

Washington, September 22. — A special 
dispatch to the New York Times says: A 
young man, a native of Kentucky, just 
escaped from the rebel army, had an inter- 
view with the Secretary of War. He was at 
Bull Run.

establishes a tax of cents on each $100 of property 

to provide means for the payment of the debts thus 
created and tbs accruing interest thereon; Boar I reor- 
ganized 50 that Peter Dud'ey, eamuel Gill, George T. 
Wood, E. II. Taylor, and John B. Temple shall compose 
the same.J 

Mr. Taylor moved to fill the blank of the 
bill with five cents. 

Mr. Huston moved to fill the bhnk with 
three cents. 

Mr. Ricketts moved to fill the blank with 
four cents. 

The question being taken, the blank was 
filled with five ceuts — yea^ 41, nays 32 

Mr. Huston moved a call of the House. 
Adopted. 

The gentlemen who had obtained leave of 
absence were excused. 

The Sergeant^at-Arms was ordered to 
bring in the absentees. 

Mr. Tevis moved to dispense with the 
farther proceedings under the call. *Adopted 

The bill was then passed — yeas 62, nays 
15. 

• Mr. Ireland — Privileges and Elections — 
A bill in relation to voting precincts in 
District No 6, ia Allen county. Passed. 

Mr. Conklin — Claims — A bUl for the ben 
efltof Ashley Owens, of Rockcastle oounty. 
Passed — yeas 75, nays 0. 

The House then took up special order, 
which was the bill establishing the county of 
Menifee [oomposed out of parts of Carter, 
Lawrence, and Morgan; the county seat to 
be oallect Merrifield] 

After some discussion for and against the 
establishment of the new county, the bill 
was rejected — yeas 37, nays 38. 

On motion o! Mr. Barns the House took 
up the resolution from the Senate in relation 
to the arrest of members of the Legislature 
at Harrodsburg. [For resolution see Senate 
proceedings]. 

Mr. Chamoers moved to insert two instead 
of one as the committee on the part of the 
House. Rejected. 

The resolution was then adopted. 

The House then took up the bill from the 
Senate entitled “.4n act to amend 3d article 
of 86th chapter of Revised Statutes.” [The 
bill enables infants and their guaidiaus to 
perfect their titles to vendees]. 

Mr. Ireland moved an amendment allow- 
ing purchasers and their vendees to be made 
piriies to the suit. Rejected, and the bill

Wabhisqton, Sept. 23. — Reports asaert 
that the exaggerated aocoanta of the 
strength of the rebels are manufactured by 
the contract jobbers, and then agents in this 
city, in order to further their own purposes 
The Treasury Department is still actively 
engaged in the issuing of the treasury notes. 
Large amounts have been sent to the West- 
ern States, where they enter at once ipto 
the home circulation, and are eagerly taken 
up. 

The loyal men of Maryland are doing 
their share for the support of the Oovem- 
ment. Two full regiments of excellent 
troops have already been raised in that 
State, and a third is forming. 

Quartermaster Meigs is in Philadelphia 
transacting important business relating to 
contracts for army supplies. 

Secretary Cameron will return to the city 
to-morrow. 

The War Department has no confirmation 
of the report of the surrender of the Fed; 
eral forces onder Col. MulDgan at Lexing- 
ton. 

There is no truth in the report that Qen. 
Fremont is to be removed. The President 
eepeoially contradicted the rumor. 

Washihqton, Sept. 28. — The following 
officers have been appointed: Brigadier 
General of Volunteers. John B. S. Todd, 
of Dacotah, late Captain of the Sixth In- 
fantry; Qaartermaster Sunet, aesigned to 
duty as Chief Qaartermaster cf the Depart- 
ment of the Potomcc; also Major Barnard, 
John Hewton, and Winfield Shannock. 

Gen. McClellan visited McDowell’s brig- 
ade to-day. He was received everywhere 
with enthusiasm. 

An order has been Lssued forbidding all 
officers or privates not on duty from visit. 
Ing the outposts of the army. 

The rebels burned Balls' Cross-roads to- 
day. While burning a large rebel force 
appeared at Upton’s Hill, a mile and a half 
distant. 

Washikqtos, Sept. 23 — The contract for 
supplying the Navy Department with sta. 
lionery has been awarded to Phillips and 
Solomons, of this city. 

The National fast day will be generally 
observed here. 

The War Department has authorized the 
raisieg of a cavalry company in Oregon. 

Washington, Sept. 23 — Ross Winans, of 
Baltimore, has been released from impris- 
onment. He will immediately return from 
Fort Monroe to his home in Baltimore. It 
is understood that he has taken the oath of 
allegiance. 

St. Johns, N. F., Sept. 23. — The steamer 
Persia arrived here, and reports meeting 
the Great Eastern putting back to Liverpool 
in a damaged state. 

The London Times editorially ridicules 
the passport system of the United States, 
and says it will not secure the designed end. 
Tbe only complaint that England has to 
make in the matter is in regard to the fact 
that Lord Lyons was left to learn of the new 
arrangement from the newspapers. 

Movements were making of troops pre. 
paratory to their embarkation for Canada. 

Mr. Russell, in another letter to the Lon 
don Times on American affaire, says that 
(ienersd McClellan is rapidly becoming 
master of the situation, and that the move 
ments of the Federalists by water, both on 
the seaboard and down the Mississippi 
river, must greatly embarrass the South. 

It was staled that the steamer City of 
New York took 55 cases of rifies for the 
northern army, but the agents cf the line 
denied all knowledge of any contraband 
shipments of any kind. It is confirmed that 
our minister at Brussells has visited Gari- 
baldi to offer him a command in the Federal 
army. The Derrette regrets that it cannot 
give a denial to the rumcr of acceptance of 
the offer by Garibaldi. 

The news is confirmed that Spain is to join 
the Anglo-French expedition to Mexico. 

8t. Louis, Sept. 23. — Qen. Prentiss’ dis- 
patch announcing the surrender of Col. 
MulUgan at Lexington states that the Fed- 
eral loss is 37 killed and 140 wounded 
The rebel loss is supposed to be about 800 
killed and wounded. 

The reported fight between the rebels and 
Qen. Lane’s brigade near Blue Mills is 
discredited here, Lane being some distance 
east of that point at the last accounts, 
marching on Lexington. 

The accounts of the battle of Blue Mills 
forwarded last night, was derived from 
official dispatches written on the spot, and 
can therefore be relied on. Col. Smith’s 
command was to leave Blue Mills for St 
Joseph the day after the battle. 

St. Louis, Sept. 23. — Charles Q. Rampy, 
proprietor of the Evening News, was ar- 
rested this afternoon, by order of the 
Provost Marshal, and taken to headquarters 
for examination. His offense was publish, 
ing an editorial article to-day entitled “The 
Fall of Lexington.” refiecting in bitter terms 
on the conduct of the campaign, and upon 
the military authorities in the Department 
of the West. His paper was suppressed, 
and all the manuscripts in his office were 
seized, and the building is now in posses- 
sion of the Provost Guard. It ia supposed 
that il the author of the article is named 
the paper will be allowed to continue. 

. jErFBRsoN City, Mo., Sept 22. — A special 
to the St. Louis Republican say-: Nothing 
has been received here corroboratory of the 
report of the surrender of Lexington, and 
many here disbelieve it totally. Dr. 
Hughes, who left his home, 4 miles from 
Lexington, on Saturday night, and who is a 
near neighbor of Capt. Magoffiu, captured 
by Ool. Marshall and ta'Acn to Lexington 
about two weeks since, and who has two sons 
ia the rebel army, declares that if the city 
had sur; eniered on Friday Magoffin’s family 
must have heard of it aud he himself must 
have been apprized of the fact. It is supposed 
that if Lexington has surrendered Prioe’ s 
army will move down the river, and, unless 
checked or defeated, will attack Boonville 
and then Jefferson City. Judge Field, who 
arrived here yesterday, having been a 
prisoner at Lexington, but released, says 
CoL Mulligan told him last Tuesday that he 
he could hold out, under any circumatances, 
five or six days. Jefferson City is quiet and 
no fears are entertained of the rebels, what- 
ever their force may be. 

Chicago, Sept, 22 — A special dispatch 
this evening from Quincy to the Journal 
says that Col. Mulligan’s commamd has been 
released on parole, and will be here this 
evening and remain until Gen. Fremont’s 
orders are received. 

General Prentiss has telegraphed from 
Brookfield to the Assistant Quartermaster to 
provide Bubaistenoe for 2,000 men, and Have 
it ready upon their arrival. 

The commiisioned officers are retained 
prisoners by the rebels. 

New York, Sept 2^ — A distinguished 
citizen from Missovri has just provided for 
his State three thousand muskets and four 
thousand equipments, to be sent at onoe 
from New York to Missouri by the most 
expeditious route. The President and cabi- 
net gave the order on Friday, and the arms 
will be on their way to-morrow.
